ICC  plans  to  open  doors  on  Aug. 
for  2020 fall  semester  classes

As  Aug.  17  approaches,  ICC  has  re¬ 
leased  information  that  will  provide  a 
glimpse  of  what  to  expect  for  the  fall 
semester  at  all  three  of  its  locations, 
Fulton,  Tupelo  and  Belden. 

The  plan  was  developed  based  on 
guidance  from  healthcare  profession¬ 
als,  feedback  from  employees  and  stu¬ 
dents  as  well  as  ICC  leadership  and 
recommendations  from  the  College’s 
reopening  task  force,  according  to 
President  Dr.  Jay  Allen.  “The  informa¬ 
tion  provides  an  overview  as  we  plan  to 
welcome  students  back  to  our  locations 
when  classes  begin  on  Aug.  17.  Every 
decision  that  continues  to  be  made  pri¬ 
oritizes  the  safety  of  our  students,  em¬ 
ployees  and  communities  we  serve.” 

The  plan  covers  such  areas  as  aca¬ 
demics,  residence  halls,  campus  dining 
and  student  experience. 

In  addition,  a  self-reporting  app  will 


be  implemented  for  all  students  and 
employees  to  allow  for  symptom 
checking  and  contact  tracing. 

All  students  will  complete  an  ICC- 
specific  Canvas  module.  Safely  To¬ 
gether,  on  ways  to  reduce  the  spread  of 
COVID-19  and  how  members  of  the 
college  community  continue  to  stay 
safely  together,  Allen  said. 

The  academic  directives  include 
physically-distanced  and  technology- 
enabled  synchronized  learning  in 
classrooms  and  the  wearing  of  masks 
by  both  students  and  employees. 

Residence  hall  move-in  days  have 
been  expanded  to  allow  for  physical 
distancing.  Sophomores  will  move  in 
Aug.  15  from  1-5  p.m.  and  freshmen, 
Aug.  16  during  the  same  hours.  “A 
nurse  educator  will  share  information 
on  COVID-19  for  residence  hall  direc¬ 
tors  and  resident  assistants,”  said  Dr. 
Chad  Case  ,  director  of  housing.  Also, 


virtual  sessions  for  campus  residents 
will  cover  individual  health  precau¬ 
tions.  Additional  hand  sanitizer  dis¬ 
pensing  stations  and  enhanced 
cleaning  measures  will  be  imple¬ 
mented,  Case  said. 

All  college  dining  facilities  will  un¬ 
dergo  cleaning  before,  during  and  after 
hours  of  operation,  which  have  been 
adjusted  to  accommodate  the  precau¬ 
tionary  procedure.  A  refocused  menu 
will  allow  for  grab  and  go  options,  and 
dining  areas  are  being  updated  for  a 
reduced  contact  service  flow. 

Allen  said  that  plans  for  the  student 
experience  will  continue  to  be  fluid  as 
the  semester  progresses.  “We  hope 
that  there  will  be  opportunities  for 
maximum  student  engagement,  but  we 
just  don’t  know.”  Most  of  the  traditions 
will  continue  but  with  some  COVID-19 
creativity.  Plans  include  creative  vir¬ 
tual  activities  and  livestreaming  for 


continued  involvement. 

Masks  are  now  required  in  all  ICC 
buildings.  “While  none  of  us  enjoy  hav¬ 
ing  to  wear  a  mask,  it  is  a  simple  action 
we  can  all  do  to  protect  other  members 
of  the  ICC  family,”  Allen  said.  ICC  will 
supply  masks  to  all  faculty,  staff  and 
students. 

“We  will  continue  to  share  addi¬ 
tional  information  as  it  is  available  as 
we  begin  welcoming  our  students  back 
to  campus  for  the  fall  semester,”  Allen 
said.  “It  will  take  all  of  us  to  do  our  part 
to  maintain  our  safety  and  keep  ICC 
open.” 

The  fall  semester  calendar  also  in¬ 
cludes  eLearning  classes,  which  will 
begin  on  Aug.  24.  The  last  day  of  face- 
to-face  instruction  is  Nov.  30.

Pandemic  has 
no  adverse  impact 
on  spring  retention

ICC’s  transition  to  online  classes  immediately 
following  spring  break  due  to  the  COVID-19  pan¬ 
demic  did  not  adversely  impact  the  class  retention 
rate,  according  to  Denise  Gillespie,  dean  of  eLearn¬ 
ing. 

In  fact,  spring  retention  for  online  classes  was 
87.8  percent,  which  is  hove  the  approximate  aver¬ 
age  of  85  percent.  “The  rate  is  only  two-to-three 
percent  lower  on  average  than  the  on-campus 
classes,  and  the  national  average  is  that  online  has 
10-20  percent  lower  retention  rate  than  traditional 
classes,”  Gillespie  said.  “There  was  a  big  jump  in 
success  rates  for  online  classes  in  the  spring  with  95 
percent  of  students  completing  the  semester  with  a 
‘C’  or  better  average.”  She  noted  that  the  average 
rate  always  ranges  from  80-85  percent. 

Gillespie  said  that  she  believes  that  ICC’s  19-1 
student-teacher  ratio  has  a  significant  impact. 
“Local  faculty  and  eLearning  support  staff  on  cam¬ 
pus  are  invested  in  the  success  of  local  students  at 
a  lower  price  than  some  options.” 

Another  factor  could  be  ICC’s  new  remote  proc- 
toring  system, which  allows  students  to  take  proc- 
tored  exams  24/7  with  no  appointment.  “This 
investment  from  the  College  means  that  the  fee  is 
not  passed  on  to  the  student.  Also,  accessibility  is 
definitely  an  advantage  because  students  can  test 
safely  from  home.” 

ICC  has  more  than  20  years’  experience  offering 
online  classes.  In  the  2020  spring  semester,  there 
were  356  online  sections  with  7,017  enrollments.  -

Several  area  residents  are  among  recent  gradu¬ 
ates  at  Itawamba  Community  College  who  earned 
degrees  with  assistance  from  a  statewide  program 
that  is  designed  to  help  Mississippi  adults  who  have 
earned  previous  college  credit. 

C2C  is  designed  to  help  Mississippi  adults  who 
have  earned  college  credit,  but  not  a  degree,  to  better 
their  lives  by  completing  a  college  education,  accord¬ 
ing  to  Dr.  Emily  Tucker,  ICC  recruitment  coordina¬ 
tor,  adviser  and  C2C  liaison. 

The  graduates  include  Jimi 
Dylan  Tackett,  Tiffany  McDon¬ 
ald,  both  of  Amory;  John  Foster 
of  Blue  Springs;  Carol  Blaylock 
of  Dennis;  Pamela  Spruill  of 
Derma;  Alexandria  Blanchard, 
Payton  Green,  both  of  Fulton; 
Chiqita  Cook  of  Houston; 
Johnathan  Gregory  of  New  Albany;  Roy  Freeman 
of  Okolona;  Willie  Orr  of  Prairie;  Lauren  Pal- 
ladino  of  Saltillo;  Kathryn  Bushway  of  Shannon;

Program  participants  at  ICC  are  connected  to  a 
C2C  coach,  who  works  to  maximize  the  application 
of  earned  credits  toward  a  degree.  Tucker  said.  Once 
their  transcripts  are  evaluated,  those  who  have 
earned  enough  credit  for  an  associate’s  or  bachelor’s 
degree  will  be  awarded  the  appropriate  degree.  For 
those  just  short  of  a  degree,  the  C2C  coach  works  to 
identify  the  fastest  pathway  to  meet  their  goals. 

Students  who  have  earned  some  college  credit  but 
insufficient  hours  for  a  degree  may  qualify  for  a 
Complete  2  compete  grant  of  $1,000  per  semester 
to  finish  the  necessary  requirements  at  ICC. 

“Registration  will  continue  for  the  fall  semester  at 
ICC  through  Aug.  21  for  traditional  classes  and 
through  Aug.  28  for  eLearning,  so  it  is  definitely  not 
too  late  for  those  who  qualify  to  take  advantage  of 
this  opportunity,”  Tucker  said. 

Complete  2  Compete  is  sponsored  by  the  Missis¬ 
sippi  Institutions  of  Higher  Learning  and  the  Mis¬ 
sissippi  Community  College  Board.  Additional 
partners  are  the  Mississippi  Department  of  Human 
Services  and  the  Mississippi  Department  of  Eco¬ 
nomic  Security.

ICC  one  of  first  state 
two-year  institutions 
to  offer  four  fall  scheduling  options

With  classes  set  to  begin  Aug. 
17,  ICC  is  one  of  the  first  two-year 
institution  in  the  state  to  offer  four 
scheduling  options  for  the  fall  se¬ 
mester. 

“In  an  effort  to  allow  for  physi¬ 
cal  distancing  in  the  classrooms 
and  assist  with  enhanced  cleaning 
procedures,  classes  will  be  taught 
using  one  of  the  four  innovative 
methods,”  said  Dr.  Michelle 
Sumerel,  vice  president  of  instruc¬ 
tional  services. 

OPTIONS 

The  options  include  online 
only,  face-to-face  only,  face-to- 
face  hybrid  and  face-to-face 
Zoom. 

Online  only  courses  are  taught 
solely  online  via  ICC  eLearning, 
Sumerel  said. 

Face-to-face  only  courses  are 
delivered  in  a  traditional  format 
on  Mondays  and  Wednesdays  or 
Tuesdays  and  Thursdays  at  all 
three  of  the  College’s  locations, 
Fulton,  Tupelo  and  Belden. 
Sumerel  said  that  all  classrooms 
have  been  reconfigured  with  desks 
positioned  six  feet  apart,  and  typ¬ 
ically  larger  classes  have  been  re¬ 
located  to  spaces  that  will 
accommodate  more  students  to 
enable  physical  distancing.  All 


face-to-face  classes  continue  to  be 
taught  Monday-Thursday  since 
ICC  transitioned  to  a  four-day  in¬ 
structional  calendar  to  offer  the 
option  of  a  three-day  weekend  last 
year. 

Additional  options  are  face-to- 
face  hybrid  and  face-to-face

Zoom.  Sumerel  said  that  face-to- 
face  hybrid  courses  are  taught  in 
both  traditional  face-to-face  and 
online  formats.  Students  meet  in 
the  classroom  either  on  Monday 
or  Wednesday  or  Tuesday  or 
Thursday,  and  on  the  other  day, 
they  will  work  on  online  assign¬ 
ments,  all  of  which  a  re  due  on 
Sundays.  Schedules  will  be  as¬ 
signed  based  on  if  students  last 
names  begin  with  A-M  or  N-Z. 


Sumerel  said  that  face-to-face 
Zoom  classes  will  also  be  assigned 
on  last  names  beginning  with  A-M 
and  N-Z.  Students  meet  one  day 
in  the  traditional  classroom,  while 
the  second  meeting  is  via  Zoom, 
for  which  attendance  will  be 
recorded  upon  login.  Scheduling 
options  include  Mondays  and 
Wednesdays  and  Tuesdays  and 
Thursdays. 

LIVESTREAM 

All  ICC  classes  have  a 
livestream  component  so  that  if 
quarantine  is  necessary,  students 
can  still  complete  their  assign¬ 
ments,  Sumerel  noted. 

Class  assignments  are  available 
on  student  schedules. 

SUCCESS 

ICC’s  eLearning  Department 
was  instrumental  in  the  successful 
transition  to  online  classes  when 
COVID-19  impacted  completion 
of  the  spring  semester.  Spring  re¬ 
tention  for  online  classes  was  87.6 
percent,  which  is  above  the  85 
percent  average,  Sumerel  said. 
“We  are  excited  to  offer  these  four 
options  to  our  students  to  ensure 
that  they  have  a  successful  college 
experience  at  ICC.  Their  success  is 
our  success.”

“Healthcare  workers  are  our 
first  line  of  defense  in  fighting  the 
COVID-19  pandemic,”  said  Rilla 
Jones,  dean  of  health  science  in¬ 
struction  at  ICC.  “Itawamba  Com¬ 
munity  College  understands  that 
keeping  our  healthcare  workers 
well  is  critical  to  combatting  this 
disease.  The  Health  Sciences  divi¬ 
sion  at  ICC  wants  to  give  back  to 
the  community  of  workers  that  are 
fighting  this  battle  and  who  also 
work  with  our  students  every  day 
to  prepare  a  well-equipped  work¬ 


force.” 

“Giving  back  to  our  community, 
one  that  has  given  so  much  to  us, 
is  the  right  thing  to  do,”  said  ICC 
President  Dr.  Jay  Allen.  “A  large 
majority  of  ICC’s  health  science 
students  are  employed  by  the 
North  Mississippi  Medical  Center 
upon  graduation.  Those  health¬ 
care  professionals  transition  to 
their  role  in  promoting  the  health 
and  welfare  of  the  communities 
they  serve,  although  they  continue 
to  remain  a  significant  part  of  our 
ICC  family.  It  is  our  responsibility 
as  a  community  partner  and 
neighbor  to  assist  in  whatever  way 
we  can  to  ease  the  burden  of  this 
pandemic,  which  is  touching  our 
neighbors.” 

Not  only  are  ICC’s  students  em¬ 
ployed  by  NMHS  upon  gradua¬ 
tion,  but  its  facilities  serve  as 
clinical  sites  for  current  students. 
ICC’s  Health  Science  Education 
Center  was  located  at  the  Tupelo 
Campus  in  2013  to  enable  the 
eight  programs,  which  are  housed 
there,  to  utilize  the  team  approach 
by  educating  and  training  stu¬ 
dents  in  the  same  environment,  a 
unique  concept  in  education. 
Shared  learning  experiences  cou¬ 
pled  with  specialized  instruction 


allows  students  to  obtain  state-of- 
the-art  education  to  guarantee  a 
steady,  qualified  stream  of  health¬ 
care  professionals  empowered  to 
maintain  the  region’s  premier 
medical  status  and  keep  special¬ 
ties  viable. 

“On  behalf  of  North  Mississippi 
Health  Services,  I  would  like  to  ex¬ 
tend  our  sincere  gratitude  to 
Itawamba  Community  College, 
particularly  the  health  science 
programs,  for  donating  three  ven¬ 
tilators  and  personal  protective 
equipment,”  said  Shane  Spees, 
NMHS  president  and  chief  execu¬ 
tive  officer.  “These  gifts  will  help 
our  healthcare  team  be  in  an  even 
better  position  to  care  for  our  pa¬ 
tients  during  the  COVID-19  pan¬ 
demic.”

Of  that  figure,  573  students  were  en¬ 
rolled  for  dual  credit,  so  many  students 
already  have  experience  with  ICC 
classes,  Gillespie  said. 

When  the  onset  of  COVID-19  in 
Mississippi  forced  ICC  to  suspend 
nearly  all  in-person  operations,  includ¬ 
ing  face-to-face  instruction,  faculty 
members  had  to  shift  their  delivery 
system  to  online.  “This  was  a  challeng¬ 


ing  decision;  however,  we  were  pre¬ 
pared  for  the  transition  to  online  in¬ 
struction  due  to  our  nationally-ranked 
eLearning  Department  and  our  dedi¬ 
cated  faculty,”  said  ICC  President  Dr. 
Jay  Allen. 

During  the  2019  fall  semester,  68 
percent  of  ICC’s  students  took  at  leat 
one  online  class,  and  27  percent  of  stu¬ 
dents  were  fully  online.  “The  95  per¬ 


cent  total  is  huge  because  almost  all  of 
our  students  were  already  acclimated 
to  the  online  delivery  system,”  Gille¬ 
spie  said. 

“Unique  to  ICC  is  that  we  use  a  con¬ 
cept  of  model  shells  within  each  con¬ 
tent  area,  which  basically  means  that 
the  online  course  is  designed  by  a 
teacher  with  expertise  in  the  content 
along  with  the  technical  skills  to  design 


for  online  learning,”  Gillespie  said. 
“That  one  course  is  then  deployed  into 
all  sections  so  that  all  students  are  re¬ 
ceiving  a  consistent  experience.” 

Gillespie  said  that  the  last  data 
available  in  the  Mississippi  Virtual 
Community  College  Enrollment  Tool 
was  for  2016-17,  and  that  ICC  was  sec¬ 
ond  in  classes  offered  and  third  in  en¬ 
rollment.

Special  to  the  Chieftain 
During  the  pandemic,  ICC  pro¬ 
vided  innovative  delivery  of  sev¬ 
eral  Workforce  classes  to  enable 
individuals  to  enroll  in  three  on¬ 
line  courses  to  meet  the  needs  of 
its  workforce  partners  as  well  as 
those  of  all  individuals  who  are 
interested  in  skilling  up  or  explor¬ 
ing  job  opportunities. 

AVAILABLE  COURSES 
The  courses  were  a  collabora¬ 
tion  between  ICC’s  Workforce  and 
eLearning  divisions.  They  in¬ 
cluded  Forklift:  Train-the- 
Trainer,  Forklift  Operator 
Training  and  Lockout-Tagout: 
Isolation  of  Hazardous  Energy. 

“ICC’s  staff,  particularly  Work¬ 
force  and  eLearning,  have  done 
an  exceptional  job  in  transitioning 
current  courses  to  an  online  for¬ 
mat,”  said  ICC  President  Dr.  Jay 
Allen.  “With  the  reduction  of  face- 
to-face  classroom  and  training 
opportunities  as  the  College  is  im¬ 
pacted  by  COVID-19,  they  ex¬ 
plored  methods  of  meeting  the 
needs  of  not  only  our  workforce 
parters  but  individuals  who  are 
interested  in  attaining  more  or 
better  skills  to  enhance  their  cur¬ 
rent  or  future  job  options.

FORKLIFT  OPERATOR 
TRAINING 

The  hybrid  Forklift  Operator 
Training  course  includes  instruc¬ 
tion  on  safely  operating  a  forklift 
in  industry  settings,  OSHA  safety 
instruction,  safety  check  protocol, 
simulator  practice,  hands-on 
driving  and  loading/unloading 
operations.  Following  the  comple¬ 


tion  of  online  training,  students 
will  schedule  an  onsite  practical 
evaluation  visit  with  a  manufac¬ 
turing  instructor  at  ICC’s  Belden 
Center. 

TRAIN-THE-TRAINER 

Forklift  Train-the-Trainer  pro¬ 
vides  instruction  in  training  fork¬ 
lift  operators  for  safe  operation 
and  meet  OSHA  requirements. 
Candidate  instructors  will  learn 
how  to  develop  and  deliver  com¬ 
plete  in-house  training  programs, 
design  exercises  for  forklift  oper¬ 
ator  trainee  evaluations  and  in¬ 
struct  non-operators  how  to  work 
safely  around  forklifts. 

LOCKOUT-TAGOUT 

OSHA  requires  that  employees 
be  trained  on  Lockout- 
Tagout  policies  and  procedures  in 
order  to  provide  them  with  the 
knowledge  and  skills  required  for 
the  safe  application,  usage  and  re¬ 
moval  of  the  energy  controls.  The 
self-paced  course  covers  OSHA 
standard  Control  of  Hazardous 
Energy,  commonly  referred  to  as 
Lockout-Tagout  Training,  objec¬ 
tives  whick  include  introduction 
to  Lockout-Tagout  standard  re¬ 
quirements;  and  understanding 
types  of  hazardous  energy,  re¬ 
quirements  for  LOTO  procedures 
and  Lockout-Tagout  programs  at 
individual  companies;  and 
demonstration  of  understanding 
of  Lockout-Tagout  devices. 

EASY  TRANSITION 

The  transition  to  an  online  for¬ 
mat  will  enable  individuals  to  take 
advantage  of  an  anytime,  any¬ 
where  opportunity.  “Online  work¬ 
force  courses  provide  scheduling 
flexibility  any  time,  but  are  espe¬ 
cially  important  as  the  College 


and  area  employers  respond  to 
COVID-19  distancing  needs,”  said 
Denise  Gillespie,  dean  of  eLearn¬ 
ing.  “Remote  learning  options  are 
important  for  both  college  credit 
and  non-credit  workforce  pro¬ 
grams,  and  ICC’s  Workforce  and 
eLearning  departments  partnered 
to  roll  out  quickly  these  new  on¬ 
line  safety  courses.  We  plan  to 
continue  developing  more  online 
workforce  classes  to  meet  the 
needs  of  area  employers  as  well  as 
job  seekers.” 

The  courses  are  set  up  to  auto¬ 
matically  award  a  completion  cer¬ 
tificate  once  all  course 
requirements  are  met.

Whether  it’s  playing  or  performing  at  the  football 
game  on  Thursday  night,  a  soccer  match  on  Tuesday 
afternoon,  a  softball  or  baseball  doubleheader,  a  tennis 
tournament  or  a  Monday  night  basketball  game,  the 
fans  -  myself  included  -  cease  to  realize  that  these  same 
players  on  the  field  or  court  also  sat  in  one,  if  not  two 
or  three  classes  for  an  hour  and  a  half  each  that  same 
day.  Being  a  college  athlete  takes  extreme  dedication 
and  passion,  and  it’s  not  for 
everyone. 

The  crowd  doesn’t  see  the  6 
a.m.  practices  before  class,  the 
long  practices  in  this  Mississippi 
heat  or  the  countless  hours  spent 
in  the  weight  room  or  trainer’s 
room. 

Most  students  are  done  for  the  day  after  about 
noon,  but  that’s  when  student-athletes’  days  hit  their 
peak. 

Softball  player  Mattie  meine  says,  “To  me,  being  a 
student-athlete  is  very  hard,  yet  very  rewarding.  We 
learn  life  lessons  on  the  field  that  also  carry  off  the 
field.  It  has  made  me  a  better  person  in  more  ways 
than  one  and  is  constantly  preparing  me  for  my  future 
with  time  management,  learning  to  work  better  with 
others  and  building  character.” 

Being  a  college  student  can  be  challenging  enough, 
but  adding  athlete  behind  it  makes  it  a  whole  new  ball 
game.  I  can  speak  from  personal  experience.  It  truly 
was  one  of  the  most  challenging  times  of  my  life,  yet 
rewarding,  just  as  Mattie  said. 

I  challenge  you  next  time  you’re  watching  a  college 
game,  put  yourself  in  the  athlete’s  shoes.  Imagine 
adding  a  four-hour  practice  in  lOO-degree  weather  to 
your  three  hours  spent  in  class  that  day.  Imagine  fail¬ 
ing  a  test,  then  having  to  go  beat  your  rival  in  the  next 
couple  of  hours  with  nearly  the  whole  school  and  town 
watching.  Not  only  is  it  physically  challenging,  but 
mentally,  it  can  be  absolutely  draining. 

The  grind  is  real  for  student-athletes,  but  when  you 
dogpile  after  a  state  championship  or  score  the  win¬ 
ning  goal  against  a  nationally-ranked  rival,  or  win  the 
match  point  in  the  regional  tournament,  or  drain  the 
buzzer  beater,  all  the  early  and  late  practices,  study 
halls  and  weight  room  sessions  instantly  become  so  be¬ 
yond  worth  it. 

In  the  words  of  (2019)  quarterback  Clark  Mills,  “it’s 
an  amazing  experience  because  you  make  so  many  new 
friends  doing  a  thing  that  you  all  love.  The  coaches  and 
the  school  help  you  become  the  best  student-athlete 
you  can  be.” 

We  need  to  remember  that  they  are  students  first.  -
